MEDICAL  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

FOR  1905. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  i\nnual  Report 
for  1905,  which  is  the  29th  I  have  made  for  the  Swadlincote 
Urban  District,  and  the  12th  since  the  amalgamation  of  the 
Gresley  and  Newhall  Wards. 
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The  estimated  population  of  the  District  up  to  the  middle 
of  last  year  was  19,445.  The  number  of  deaths  in  the  District 
was  204,  viz.  :  107  males  and  97  females,  giving  a  death-rate 
for  the  year  of  10*49  per  1,000. 

Twelve  deaths  of  males  and  three  females  of  persons 
belonging  to  the  district,  but  whose  death  took  place  outside, 
brings  the  total  deaths  up  to  216,  giving  a  death-rate  of  ii*io 
per  1,000.

Sixty-one  cases  were  notified  to  me  during  the  year.  The 
disease  never  assumed  an  epidemic  form,  and  the  cases  were 
of  a  mild  nature;  only  one  death  was  registered  from  this 
cause. 

Eight  cases  were  notified  and  three  deaths  were  registered  from 
this  cause. 

Twenty -six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

One  death  was  registered  from  this  cause,  but  the  disease  was 
almost  unknown  during  the  year. 

Two  deaths  were  registered  from  this  cause,  and  the  disease 
was  somewhat  prevalent  in  a  part  of  the  district. 

Forty-six  deaths  were  registered  from  these  causes. 

Ten  deaths  were  registered  from  these  causes,  as  compared 
with  2i  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 
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Cancer  and  other  Twelve  deaths  occurred  under  these  heads,  as  compared  with 
Malignant

I  have  made  my  usual  periodic  and  systematic  inspection  of 
the  district,  including  cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  have  found 
them  in  a  satisfactory  condition  ;  this  likewise  applies  to  bake¬ 
houses.  I  have  by  monthly  reports  and  otherwise  informed 
you  as  to  the  health  of  the  district.  No  case  of  diseased  meat 
or  fish  was  offered  for  sale.  No  occasion  arose  to  take 
proceedings  under  the  Adulteration  of  Foods  Act,  or  in  the 
matter  of  offensive  trades.
